San Anselmo, California 


Here in California, where our mild 
climate permits it, our outdoor living 
season is not restricted to the few months 
of summer but may in some years ex- 
tend from the middle of April to the 
middle of October. Our patio, as all 
outdoor living rooms are firmly called 
in California whether they are truly 
patios in the Spanish sense of the word 
or not, is equipped with barbecue, din- 
ing table and comfortable chairs for re- 
laxing. 

But since I am primarily a gardener 
interested in plants and their uses. it is 
not the furnishings or equipment but the 
plant materials chosen especially for the 
patio which are my chief delight. These 
are carefully selected to delight not the 
sight, which is the sense to which primary 
appeal is usually made in the plan of a 
garden, but the smell. About two years 
ago | decided to collect a “perfume gar- 
den” about the patio so that while dining 
or relaxing we might enjoy the frag- 
rance of plant materials. 

In one corner of the patio is planted 
a Lady Penzance sweetbrier which, par- 
ticularly when the foliage is damp, 
scents the air with a fragrance very like 
that of apples ripening on the tree. One 
single plant of white nicotiana perfumes 
the entire garden after sunset. from its 
place in half shade and mingles with the 
sweet, sharp scent of marvel-of-Peru not 
far away. 

Mint is tucked into damp shady 
corners where it contributes a cool, lush 
bit of green as well as its pleasant scent. 
In one particularly shady corner I have 
planted lily-of-the-valley this year. A 
few evening-scented stocks are placed 
among other plants in the flower border 
nearby where they remain inconspicuous 


by day but reveal themselves by their 
perfume at night.

We've always been enthusiastic about 
our brook. In fact, it was because of its 
clear rippling water that we bought 
our property. 

A sheer delight during the summer, 
beautiful frozen in winter, our little 
stream we discovered goes on a rampage 
each spring and floods over its banks 
inundating an area 50 feet wide on each 
side. We had hopes of landscaping our 
stream, but when we saw it in spring ac- 
tion they vanished and we concentrated 
our efforts for several years on the higher 
cround about the house, putting in 
flower beds, a vegetable garden and 
perfecting a planting of evergreens and 
flowering shrubs to screen the house from 
the road. 

But all the time we kept wondering 
what we could do to enhance the area 
beside the brook. Everyone gravitated 
to it, our boys and guests alike. There 
was heavy growth on eithér side—un- 
named tangles of weird grass and brush. 
The area was so refreshing and cool in 
summer but it was just not a place to 
entertain guests. 

Then we hit on an idea. Why not 
make a simple clearing?

Although Paul Barton, retired New York 
Central Engineer, had carefully planned to 
increase his Red Rich strawberry patch 
with new plants this spring, one of the 
most interesting things to see in his E k- 
hart, Indiana, garden is the wonderful way 
his third year Red Rich plants looked this 
June.

With regular watering and 
care this mulch will keep the ground cool 
and moist and the weeds under control.

Mr. Barton’s Red Rich patch keeps him 
well supplied with fresh strawberries until 
freezing weather and last season he made 
his final picking about October 31st. Dur- 
ing the fruiting period he is careful to save 
a number of pints for his home freezer.

The old idea that they 
are extremely difficult to grow is fast fading out—and 
rightly so! 


l THERE IS ANY HARDY FLOWER that has gained popu- 
l 


Many of the modern lilies are a great deal easier to 
grow than their predecessors. This, plus better control 
of diseases by the bulb growers and improved methods of 
culture on the part of the gardener, has made the growing 
of lilies in home gardens much more rewarding than it 
used to be. 

The new hybrid types are proving especially good _ be- 
cause, being garden grown and not wild species, they are 
better adapted to garden conditions. Although many are 
now available as named varieties, which are uniform in 


growth, color and time of bloom, many gardeners find 
the less expensive mixtures (each a single type, such as 
the Centifolium Hybrids or Mid-century Hybrids) equally 
satisfactory. 

The principal improvements in culture are in line with 
the more general realization that lilies must have good 
drainage; that mulches are better than the formerly recom- 
mended ground covers of various sorts; and that lilies 
are benefited by the moderate use of fertilizers rather 
than being left to shift for themselves. 

Since lily bulbs are usually received late in the season, 
often after hard frosts, it is advisable to prepare planting 
locations well in advance. Any plant foods used at this 
time should be mixed with the soil well below the level 
at which the bulbs are to be set. This depth varies with

And Montague Free says ..... 


Although lilies can be grown in bare ground nursery 
rows, they certainly look better, and perhaps are more 


likely to thrive, when they are associated with other plants. 


These companions serve to protect the emerging shoots in 
the spring. In one respect, most lilies are like clematis in 
preferring to have their roots in shade and their tops in 
sun. These conditions can be met by planting them in 


the perennial border with appropriate companion plants. 

Carpathian harebell goes well with the low-growing 
kinds such as the coral lily. For taller, stronger lilies a 
selection of companions can be made from the following: 
perennial candytuft (we have a speciosum which was 
planted four years ago as a single bulb on the north side 
of a candytuft and it has increased to a clump of con- 
siderable size); dwarf anchusa (Brunnera macrophylla) : 
columbine; peach-leaved bellflower; Chinese !arkspur: 
meadowrue; sundrops (Oenothera fruticosa); and of 
course there is the classical example of Madonna lily with 
tall hybrid delphinium. 

The shrub border, too, has possibilities, provided it is 
not too thickly planted and the shrubs are comparatively 
dwarf. Pachysandra is said to provide the right conditions 
for Lilium pumilum and L. rubellum. The taller kinds, if 
they require acid conditions (L. Hansoni, L. auratum, L. 
superbum), can be set among enkianthus, mountain laurel 
and rhododendrons. The general run of lilies, which do 
not require an acid soil, can go among any dwarf shrubs 
such as trailing periwinkle, abelia, cytisus and cotoneaster. 

While practically all lilies will grow in full sun provided 
their roots are shaded, many can be accommodated in thin 
woodland where there is partial shade, and a few. notably 
L. Henryi, require some shade to preserve the full color- 
ing of the flowers. 

If you contemplate a lily planting, place your orde1 
early, request freshly dug stock and have your garden 
prepared for immediate planting when they arrive.*

Herbs make cool bouquets 


by GERTRUDE BARNES FIERTZ 


oUQUETS as lovely in their own way as those of 
flowers may be made from the fragrant, rich range 
of green-toned foliages found in the herb garden 
Moreover, the scent of herb leaves and blossoms seems to 
many of us more piquantly individual than the scent of 
flowers and runs all the way from the flower-like sweetness 
f angelica through the “coolness” of the mints and cucum 
ber-like borage and salad burnet, Sanguisorba officinalis, to 
picy odor of sweet basil: the many citric perfumes 
lemon balm and southernwood can be added to 
those more pungently aromatic periumes of coriander and 
ild fashioned hore how ad. 

aromatic fragrances. less sweet 
more welcome as summer heat 
of a bowl of crisp mint o 
costmary—dear alike to ancient

iolness wit! mids “dog” days. 

for a conversation piece. many of the short-stemmed and 
fine-leaved herbs such as the thymes—French. English. 
irly, golden-—valerian. summer savorv, sweet woodruff 
ind sweet marjoram may be grouped attractively together 
in a low bouquet for a luncheon or tea table. We may add 
to them. according to season and our garden resources. 
sprigs of lavender, burnet. silver-gray Santolina viridis, 
vhich is especially sweet scented. and even the mints. cut 

whatever length we wish. Then add. perhaps. a runnet 
of small-leaved ground ivy. which is not an ivy at all but 
\apeta hederacea that the Vikings once gathered to flavor 
their mead and the Saxons used in their beer. The pleas- 
ntly blended fragrance of all these herbs drifts out to 
enchant the food. The ancient Greeks knew this and 
ibbed their tables with mint leaves before a feast. 

If herbs are in flower. so much the better! Among the 
earliest and loveliest flowers are the tiny white stars 
of sweet woodruff. A little later we may add the small 
bright blue stars of borage. a favorite of medieval ladies 
who tossed them over a salad. floated them in a wine bowl 
ind embroidered replicas of them on fine silk. By mid- 
summer both purple and white lavender heads will overtop 
their foliage and the tiny white flowers of marjoram and 
summer savory will appear providing lovely additions to 
the bowl. 

For these low-growing herbs I like a low. clear or pale 
vreen glass bowl so that all of the delicate and exceedingly 
varied form and color of the leaves will be seen. Person- 
ally, I prefer this symphony in green alone or with only the 
lierbs’ own blossoms, but if a color accent is desired. a 
few of the smaller, old-fashioned flowers can be used. \ 
few perky heads of Johnny-jump-ups combine well with 
herbs, or a few pinks. or even a wild rose along with a 
few of its deeper pink buds may be added. 

Many of the old-fashioned flowers—pinks, pansies. 
mignonette, nasturtiums, pot-marigolds, scented geraniums 


and the older roses—have been associated with herbs since 
medieval and even earlier times. No distinction was made 
in these days between flower. vegetable and herb gardens 
Many flowers were planted beside what we call “true” 
herbs and were used with them in the kitchen. in potpourri 
and in medicinal preparations. The excellent herb garden 
at Penn’s Manor at Pennsbury, Pennsylvania. shows herbs 
planted alongside vegetables. \ few of the herbs appeal 
also beside the old-fashioned flowers in the formal garden 

Many flowers do. of course. blend in fragrance and 
idd a touch of color to herb bouquets but they should be 
ised sparingly so that the herb scents are not overwhelmed 
nd their brilliant colors do not blot out the rich variety in

King artemisia, A. albula, only sharpens our awareness of

For flower arrangements a number of herbs may be used 
to replace the ubiquitous asparagus fern and even the 


frequently used baby’s breath. Fernlike sweet cicely or 
feathery dill. caraway and fennel also blend well with the 
more fragile flowers. he eray-green of rue or the even 
paler hues of santolina and some of the artemisias fill 
the need for a softening greenery with carnations. 

The possibilities in the use of herb foliage is limit- 


less. If vou use imagination you can have cool bouquets.

EVERY YEAR NEW LAWN GRASSES are put on the 
market, swelling the number that are already 
available. The introducers of the new lawn 
grasses claim that their strains are far superior 
to the older time-tested ones. They often use only 
the juiciest superlatives in describing their new 
grasses. Should the home gardener tear -up his 
lawn that is already established and reseed it with a new 
strain that is advertised as being far superior to the grass 
he now has? Or if he is building a new lawn. should he 
stake everything on the new strains and completely dis- 
regard the time-tested strains of bluegrass, bent, and fescue 
that have served well for so many decades? 

Just how should the home gardener judge all the infor- 
mation on the new grasses that he reads? It is true that 
new grasses often represent long years of patient work by 
highly gifted specialists, and the research men who develop 
them are usually honest and accurate in their statements. 
\s is true with anything new, however, the advertisers and 
writers of popular articles may over-emphasize the good 
qualities oi the new strain and completely disregard the 
poor qualities. 

When judging for yourself the merits of a new lawn 
grass, you would do well to remember that the introducer 
has tested his new strain for a relatively short time when 
compared with the older. common strains. Most likely. he 
has tested it under the most favorable conditions. Also, he 
probably has not grown the grass under the widely varied 
conditions that exist in the United States. 

Only the rough and tumble test of being tried by mil- 
lions of lawn makers under every combination of conditions 
over a period of a decade or more will determine the real 


importance of these new grasses to American horticulture. 

The soundest procedure for the home gardener to follow 
in judging the merits of a new strain of lawn grass is to 
plant a small test plot with the new seed and then jud 
its performance.

To be a good strain a lawn grass should meet the follow- 
ing standards: 

First, it must persist under your environmental conditions 
—soil structure and texture, moisture conditions. exposure, 
grass that 


S 


temperatures and so forth. There is no one 
will persist under all climatic conditions, but instead, each 
grass is adapted to a specific region. A good grass is one 
that performs well consistently in its own unique area. 

Second, it should be able to reproduce itself from year 
to year without losing its outstanding qualities, and should 
be a good seed producer. 

Third, it should have a reasonable tolerance to disease. 
It is always advisable to choose a seed that is known to 
have a high degree of natural resistance. 

Fourth, it should be able to produce a good quality turf 
for the particular purpose for which you are using it. Some 
of the important characteristics of a fine turf are resistance 
to wear, good color and desirable texture. The performance 
of the new strain should be judged over a period of at least 
three years. 

And finally, to be the best grass for you, it should be 
superior to the grass that you now have in at least one of 
the above qualities. 

The smart gardener’s motto was well stated by Alexander 
Pope many years ago, when he said, “Be not the first by 
whom the new is tried, nor yet the last to cast the old

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breaks down to ammonia and nitrate nitrogen which are 


then used as plant nutrients. 

Because a three-week period must elapse before seeding 
the lawn, the best time to use cyanamid is in early August. 
The lawn can then be seeded in early September and 
become well-established before winter. Once a vigorous 
stand of grass is obtained, weeds are less of a problem 
because they cannot compete with the resulting thick stand 
of grass. 

In order to produce a weed-free seed bed for lawn 
grasses, the ground must be thoroughly prepared about a 
month before seeding is scheduled. This should include 
complete grading and leveling so that further cultivation 
is not required after the cyanamid is applied. 

The granular cyanamid is then evenly applied to the 
smooth surface of the soil at the rate of 5 pounds per 100 
square feet. A quart container holds 2 pounds of cyanamid. 
On level areas it is left undisturbed but on slopes it 
should be lightly raked in. Three weeks should then elapse 
to allow the cyanamid to kill the weed seeds and to lose 
its toxic effects. Because water is necessary for the proper 
action of the material, the soil should be kept moist by 
frequent sprinklings. particularly if no rains fall in the 
interim. 

After the three-week waiting period, the area should 
be seeded and the soil surface disturbed as little as possible. 
Because only the weeds in the top inch of the soil are 
destroyed, soil below this level should not be disturbed. 


Seven Steps to a Weed-free Lawn 


At the expense of sounding repetitious, here are seven 
steps to follow for a weed-free lawn. These are to be 
followed when preparing new lawns this fall or for renovat- 
ing old lawns which have few good grasses and are in 
poor condition andoverrun by crabgrass andother weeds. 

1. Measure carefully the area to be made into lawn. Esti- 
mate and purchase the following supplies for each 1000 
square feet: 5 pounds of high quality grass seed, 15 
pounds of a complete chemical fertilizer such as 5-10-5 or 
20 pounds of 20 per cent superphosphate, and 50 pounds 
of cyanamid. 

2. Turn over or mechanically till the soil or the old sod 
and weeds, applying the amount of fertilizer or super- 
phosphate recommended by local lawn specialists. Half 
of the fertilizer or all of the superphosphate can be spread 
over the surface before turning the soil and the remainder 
of the fertilizer spread over the turned soil and raked in 
when the soil is pulverized and leveled. This is also the 








time to add any topsoil needed to fill low spots in your lawn. 

3. Spread the required amount of cyanamid evenly eithe1 
by hand or with a garden fertilizer spreader over the 
smooth seedbed. Remember that an uneven distribution 
of cyanamid will result in erratic weed control. Do not 
spread cyanamid any closer than 2 feet from the edge of 
the root spread of trees and shrubs. 

1. Rake the cyanamid in lightly with a rake so as to 
bring it into intimate confact with the soil. Do not rake 
it in too deeply or it will lose its effectiveness. 

5. After lightly raking in the cyanamid, water the soil 
thoroughly to a depth of an inch. If no rains fall in the 
waiting period, water once a week to a depth of one inch. 

6. Three weeks after applying the cyanamid, rake the 
soil surface very lightly, just enough to break up the crust. 
Be extremely careful not to turn up the deeper layers of 
soil as this will bring to the surface weed seeds that have 
not been killed by the cyanamid. 

7. Sow good quality grass seed according to standard 
procedures. Rake the seed in lightly and roll the area to 
bring the seed in close contact with the soil. Water to 
insure seed germination and seedling establishment and 
follow with proper cutting, aeration and _ fertilization 
practices. 


Renovating Old Lawns 


According to technical representatives of the manufac- 
turer of Lawn and Garden Cyanamid, the following pro- 
cedure can be used in early August on an old lawn with- 
out turning over the soil and sod: 

Measure the area carefully. Mow the lawn closely and 
then water well to a depth of 4 inches. Rake off the old 
growth and scratch the surface well. Scatter the cyanamid 
evenly at the rate of 5 pounds for each 100 square feet of 
surface. Then use an iron rake to bring the cyanamid into 
close contact with the svil. Allow to stand for three weeks. 
watering occasionally to keep the soil moist. In the 
interim, undesirable grasses and weeds (as well as what 
remains of desirable grasses) are burned off and nitrogen 
and lime are supplied. After the three weeks waiting 
period, soak the soil surface well, then rake the surface 
lightly and seed the area in the standard manner. Rake 
or roll to put the seed into intimate contact with the soil 
and water until the grass is established. 

Lawn and Garden Cyanamid is available for lawn and 
other garden uses in 10, 25 and 50 lb. packages.

TIS HARD TO GET IN THE MOOD of gardening or even of planning 
ahead for your garden when the temperatures are soaring } 
towards the century mark. That’s when it is nice to take advan- 

tage of previous foresight and sit in the shade of a tree. 

We have enjoyed the shade of the big sprawling Amur honey- 
suckle at the south end of our terrace ever since the third 
summer after we planted it. Using a comfortable aluminum fold- 
ing chair, it is a nice place to dictate the garden columns during 
the summer. 

This is also where I go to plan for the bulb orders to be sent 
in immediately for fall delivery. As I look over the garden into 
the shaded areas, covered with Japanese spurge. periwinkle and 
English ivy, it hardly seems possible that this past spring they 
were a mass of color with a multitude of daffodils. English squills, 
hyacinths and other spring bulbs. And I have jotted down in my 
garden notebook notes of those particular spots that didn’t have 
enough bloom last spring so I can order an extra supply of bulbs 
to put in them this fall. A range of varieties of narcissus—start- 
ing with the early trumpet types. going on to the short trumpets 
and finally ending up with the poet—will give us almost six weeks 
of bloom here in our climate in normal seasons. Naturally. in 
competition with the oak tree roots, the shrub roots and_ the 
ground cover roots, you don’t plant expensive varieties. but you 
can have just as lovely effects from the older, less expensive ones. 
About late tulip time you will enjoy the blooming of the white, 
pink, blue and purple English squills. 

Just back of the main lawn I ripped a big regal pivet out of a 
bed last spring’ and pulled up quite a patch of English ivy and 
periwinkle ground cover to make a delightful home for a number 
of hardy primroses last summer. In almost pure peatmoss in 
the coldframe, I have a lot more primroses that were grown from 
seed last spring. They will be ready to plant in this bed in early 
September. By keeping them dusted all summer long with a dust 
containing malathion, I have been able to keep down the spider 
mite or red spider. as most of us still call it, so that the foliage 
is a dark, rich green instead of the sickly grayish brown that it 
used to be. Since I don’t like the effect of all the daffodil foliage 
in among the primroses. | am going to put the new daffodils in 
back of them instead of among them. I do hope to have a few 
open spots between the primroses where I can put in a few patches 


of common crocus, grape hyacinths, Tulipa dasystemon, T. } 
Clusiana and Fritillaria meleagris. None of these has coarse { 


foliage to interfere with our enjoyment of the primroses. 

Since tulips only last two or three years at the most in my 
garden, between the competition of tree roots and some fifty years 
accumulation of root diseases in the soil, I plan on getting new 
ones at least every three years. I particularly want to order some } 
new double early tulips and some of the single early. particularly 
General DeWet, to put in that little 1-foot strip between my drive 
and the little boxwood hedge that I have started along the prop-

for garden decoration and for cutting. 
They are the result of the work of many 
devoted growers. plant explorers and 
botanists. Now, when distance is no 
longer a barrier, new advances made in 
New Zealand or Australia one year can 
be made available to growers in other 
countries the next. Using the latest sci- 
entific knowledge of plant breeding, the 
hybridizers can speed up their work and 
obtain seed with a far higher percentage 
of improvement than was produced by 
the hit and miss methods of earlier 
workers. 

It is strange to note that the lily 
lagged behind many other garden plants, 
not in popularity, for there never has

been a flower more beloved or well 
known, but in actual availability as 
good, vigorous garden plants. Compare 
it with other popular plant families. As 
we know them today. the daffodils really 
date from 1887. when those famous va- 
rieties, Madame de Graaff and Glory of 
Leiden, were exhibited in London and 
received a First Class Certificate from 
the Royal Horticultural Society. Our 
modern garden tulips may well be said 
to date from 1899 when the first Darwin 
tulips were introduced into commerce 
by Messrs. Krelage & Son of Haarlem. 
the Netherlands. The history of our 
bearded iris, too, dates from the begin- 
ning of our century, while hybrid roses 
are somewhat. but not much. older. (The 
first hybrid tea rose. La France, was 
originated in 1867: the well-known 
rambler rose. Crimson Rambler. intro- 
duced into this country in 1895: Dorothy 
Perkins in 1901.) 

That lilies came of age so recently 
was a boon to both gardeners and com- 
mercial growers. A wider knowledge of 
genetics and of plant physiology, coupled

with the development otf new tools and 
techniques in growing, enabled growers 
to brush aside the cobwebs of super- 
stition and old wives’ tales that had 
made of the lily a reputedly difficult 
plant to grow. There was also a sobering 
influence. since the growers could see 
only too well the grave mistake made by 
the iris. daffodil. rose and tulip breeders 
in naming far too many varieties. It 
was not in vain that the leading lily 
breeders called a halt to the indiscrimi- 
nate naming and introduction of every 
slight variant before it had stood the test 
of time and competition. The result of 
their campaign is already noticeable. 
What is offered from most 
sources today is really good. 

The hybrid lily then has come of age. 


\merican 


It is now a dependable, hardy garden 
plant of unusual merit. The great va- 
riety of forms and color. the length of 
the flowering season. extending as _ it 
does from May to November. make it a 
garden plant to be reckoned with. The 
selection available now—whether this be 
in the softly colored Aurelian types. or 
the blazing Mid-Century Hybrids. the 
pure and stately Olympic Hybrids, the 
Fiestas in their glowing colors, the 
warm-toned Golden Chalice or the spark- 
ling Bellinghams—is one that can be 
counted on for satisfactory behavior. 
These lilies. though new. are already 
thoroughly tested under garden condi- 
tions. They are exciting. As no other 
plant can do it, they give character to 
the summer garden. Use them by them- 
selves in large beds or combine them 
with other flowers in the herbaceous 
border.

What is ahead of us in lilies?) We may 
expect variants on the themes we already 
have. each one critically appraised and 
markedly better than what we have now; 
new combinations of color and form 
with still greater tolerance to abuse and 
still greater vigor as well as with an 
increased inbred resistance to pests and 
diseases. We know the material we have 
to build with, the species that have come 
to us from the four corners of the world 
and their sturdy hybrids already with 
us. To bring the golden color of the 
\urelians and their hybrid vigor into a 
Lilium 
L. platyphyllum or L. speciosum rubrum 


lovely species like auratum, 
is something apparently well within ou 
reach. The soft lilac of L. cernuum com- 
bined with the vigor of L. tigrinum may 
give us a new range of colors and form. 
There are other such combinations al- 
ready in the making. They will be wel- 
comed by all American gardeners.*

[From PAGE 39] get rid of the 
crabgrass that may have taken over your 
lawn is to kill it with cyanamid. Since 
this material will kill desirable grass as 
well as weeds and weed seed, it should 
be applied only where you plan to re- 
seed. For information on how to use 
cyanamid see the article by Dr. Pirone. 

Three weeks after treating the’ soil 
with cyanamid the area is ready to be 
seeded. Rake off the dead grass and 
weeds, and break any crust that may 
have formed. You should be careful not 
to stir the soil deeper than % inch, be- 
cause the soil below this depth is not 
weed-free. Now the bare spots can be 
reseeded. Your particular conditions de- 
termine the best grass to use, but, in 
general, a grass mixture gives the best 
results. Scatter the seed. rake it in very 
lightly and roll the seeded area. If the 
bed is on a slope. apply a hay mulch 

Keep the soil moist until the seedlings 
are well established. As soon as the new 
lawn is high enough you can mow it. 
but remember that a bluegrass or fescue 
lawn should never be cut any shorter 
than 1% inches. 

If this renovation procedure has been 
followed, you will have a good stand of 
strong healthy grass. However, all your 
effort will have been wasted if you give 
your lawn improper care. Mowing. fer- 
tilization and watering are most impor- 
tant. Mow your lawn to the proper 
height. Apply an adequate amount of 
fertilizer each spring and fall. Give your 
lawn a good soaking regularly so_ it 
never is allowed to dry out and wilt.¢

When the weather is very hot and dry.

Azaleas, camellias, gar- 
denias, boxwood, photinia. hol- 
lies and others will be helped by a good 
wetting. This is merely a face-washing 
operation and does not take the place of 
ample watering at the roots. 

If you are saving seeds of daylilies and 
irises, you'd better watch them closely. 
At a certain stage of ripening, the cap- 
sules burst and the seeds fall to the 
ground. Gather the seeds as soon as the 
pods turn a deep yellow. Plant the seeds 
of both species just as soon as they are 
harvested. The sooner you plant them the 
better germination will be. 

Most varieties of daylilies 
dividing only every or five 
years, but if yours are beginning to 
crowd, this is a good time to separate all 
those that have finished blooming for the 
season. Dig the clumps. shake the earth 
away and separate into medium-sized di- 
visions, cut the leaves back half 
way and replant. good

Carnations—-The last pinch should be 
made August 15. Continue to feed and 
spray at 2-week intervals. 

Freesias—For early blooms © start 
freesia corms this month. They make 
nice specimens in 6- to 8-inch pans. but 
for cutting they are easier to handle 
when planted in seed flats. Another 
plant you might consider growing along 
with your freesias is Lapeirousia (Ano- 
matheca), which is handled the same 
way. It produces red or blue blooms on 
wiry stems, and while not fragrant or as 
attractive as freesias, gives you some 
thing new and interesting. It produces 
flowering-size plants from seed within a 
year. 

Cape Cowslip (Lachenalia) —Bulbs 
should be potted in rich, fibrous loam 
that drains well. De not grow at a tem- 
perature over 50 or flower buds will 
not form. You'll have them in bloom by 
January if you start now. 

Stevia—Remember to take the last 
pinch by August 1, not later, for flower 
buds will soon form. 

Primula—For blooms in February, 
sow seed of Malacoides now. Polyanthus 
and Kewensis types can be divided this 
month. 

Last year’s calla lilies should be re- 
potted in fresh soil. 

Other seed sowings for this month can 
include: cineraria, winter-flowering for- 
get-me-nots (myosotis ), nemesia, pansies, 
sweet peas, sweet alyssum, blue lace- 
flower (didiscus), browallia, calceolaria 
and fibrous-rooted begonias. 

Small plants of bouvardia, Boston yel- 
low daisies, and marguerites should be 
transferred to 4- or 5-inch pots. Poin- 
settias should be transferred to the next 
larger size pot.¢
